The question, "What will radio do to the newspap- 


ers?'' occasionally voiced some years ago, is no longer 
heard. Whether this is because everyone has listened 
k 


to a radio at least once it is difficult to sayt But the 
fact remains that daily newspapers in the United States 
have doubled the circulation of twenty years ago, when 
radio was in its infancy (Some say it has never emerged 
,from the state). 


It is no secret in newspaper publishing circles that 


["newspapers would have an immediate gain of 10 per cent 


i in circulation, with a steady and substantial climb there- 
| after, if newsprint, as the raw paper on which news- 
'•papers are printed is called, were available. But there 
'is an acute shortage of newsprint that makes increased 
,press runs for the average paper an impossibility. 
\ 
Increase in prices of daily and Sunday newspapers 


have had no adverse effect upon circulation figures. On 
the contrary, higher prices seem to have had the effect 
of making newspapers more desirable. Publishers who 
'take a long-range view of the situation are convinced 
that newspapers a few years hence will sell for ten cents 
a copy daily and 25 cents Sunday. 


Phenomenal circulation marks reached by the Am- 


-erican press are more than matched by the accomplish- 


ejnents in this regard of the English newspaper. Last 
fSunday the News of World, a London Sunday newspaper, 
,'aehieved a, world record with a circulation of 7,500,000. 
bCompared to American newspapers, London papers are 
T skeletonized products with few pages, little news and 
(less advertising. 


The largest circulation ever gained by a newspaper 


[in the United States is achieved by the New York News, 
(a-tabloid, which has more than 2,000,000 daily and 4,500*,- 
-000 Sunday circulation. The Chicago Tribune leads all 
I standard-size newspapers, with 1,100.000 daily and 1,- 
[500,000 Sunday sales. 


Weekly and small daily newspapers have kept pace 


iwith the metropolitan press in circulation figures during 
| the war. In fact, curtailment of news in the large papers 
during the war because of paper shortage gave the 
weekly press renewed importance. People who live in 
towns served by weekly newspapers no longer read the 
(local news first in daily newspapers. They read it first 
and last in the local newspaper. 


PRESIDENTIAL PROSPECTS 


With the congressional elections over, all political 


attention now centers on 1948. Among the Republican 
senators. Vandenberg and Taft would seem to be in the 
lead. with Senator Bricker.

Many observers at the United 
Xations meeting' in San Francisco 
felt the loose language used, in 
providing a trusteeship system for 
colonies and occupied territories 
ivas opening the v/ay for much, 
-uture uncertainty and trouble. 


1 
Now the proposal of the United 
States regarding the former Jap- 
anese-held islands in the Pacific 
1 brings the organization face to 
face with the problem. 
! 
While subscribing- to the ideolo- 
gical requirements of the ch'arter 
about the welfare of the people 
and so forth, the U. S. proposal^ 
actually means complete control 
of the islands, even to the right 
to close them up as military areas 
as did the Japanese. Such rights 
may be necessary if the U. S. is 
LO maintain positions from which 
to help enforce peace. Just how- 
such a policy fits in with our atti- 
oide toward what other countries 
consider their strategic spheres is 
another matter. 


But aside from all that, there 


are many debates ahead. 


The whole trusteeship idea, as 


embodied in the charter, is still 
. vague and without means of im- 
plementation. 


There are two proposed cate- 


gories of trusteeship—general, over 
primarily economic and non-mili- 


i tary areas, and '"strategic," the 
| type the U. S. proposes in the 


I Pacific. Just how the deliniation 
is to be made is one of the yet 
unsolved problems. 
A trusteeship council is to con- 


sist of states •which submit terri- 
tories which are held as mandates 


i from the old lesrrae of nations. 


from World War H or other con- 
quests, plus an equal number of 
states which do not, including any 
big five nation which does not. 
The council will take its orders 


from, 
the 
veto-armed 
security 


council with regard to strategic 
trusteeship council there must be 
regional trusteeship agreements 
between the "states directly con- 
cerned," so that the identity and 
number of trustee states can be 
determined. 


The first snag is expected to 


come when Russia proposes that 
all members of the big five be 
considered 
"directly concerned." 
That would make each of them a 
party to every regional trustee- 
ship agreements. The Americans 
are reported desirous of avoiding 
that. But in a world where the 
major powers will be charged -with 
preserving the peace, with enforc- 
ing the agreements, with partici- 
pation both in the trusteeship coun- 
cil and in the security council 
which will be the final^arbiter on 
"strategic" trusteeships, this is one 
Russian idea which can hardly be 
classified as merely contentious. 


The whole trustteship system is 


voluntary, designed to shift to the 
United Nations the troubles which 
such mandates as Palestine have 
caused, and to build up in the 
world the idea of international 
rather than unilateral action in 
ail non-self governing areas. With 
no definitions to go by, with every 
territory-holder making its own 
reservations as to the amount of 
control it relinquishes to UN, it 
was perhaps inevitable that the 
birth of trusteeship should prove 
chaotic. It is.
